Ina few moments we picked up the rugved 
north coast of Cuba and then flew over the 
bottleneck entrance to Havana, Morro Castle 
crown! one side and the Malecin, Havana's 
Riverside Drive, bordered the other. Ships 
ant docks crowded this important port, haven 
of vessels for 438 veors, We passed directly 
over the colorful city, with jts recd-tiled roofs, 
yreen Plazas, and the huge domed Capitol 
miurking its heart (Plate 1), 

This big island of Cuba, with its Spanish 
speech and Old World atmosphere, lies only 
at hour anda half by air from Misini 

Columbus used all his superlatives to extol 
the virtues of Cuba, “A thousand tonnes 
could not adequately relate its loveliness,” 
he wrote after the island's discovery, Octo- 
ber 27, 1492, on his first voyage, 

Although my son and many others think of 
Cuba as a suear bowl, to smokers jt is the

_ The island also is a huge repository of 
Iron, MAnZAnese, copper, tunesten, and other 
vital ores. During the war Cuba sent many

Cuba ranks fourth among the nations of 
the world in iron ore teserves. When our 
deposits run out, we mav be glad ‘that this 
vast source of iron ore lies at our doorstep.

Since gastline is rationed! and few Cubans 
own private automobiles, bus service is ire 
quent and regular. People stood in line at 
stops waiting turns. No pushing or crowding

42 the sun set, royal palms waved against 
the red sky. (countrviolk strofled by the 
roadside. Horsemen trotted alone to their 
“clobs.” One rider held a big bundle of sugar 
cate in his goms. Even bie horse was carry: 
ing home a «talk In his mouth, 

At Consolacion del Sur we came upon a 
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rove of curious palms. Thelr trunks bulwed 
in the center like a black snake that had swal- 
lowrd a big tochent, 

“They look six month= along,” Lucius 
commented. 

We visited a-small tobacra farmer, whose 
place was studded with barrel palms. 

“Barrigonas store water in their ‘bellies’ 
(luring the rainy seiison to tide them over long 
Winter dry spells,” he told os. “When we 
need a water tank, we cut out the buley Sei 
tion-and dig out its spongy inside. Come up 
te the house and Il show you one.’ 

In the shade of his thatched perch rested 
s hollow palm tank. His daughter dipped rain 
water for me (page 6). 

“We also make barrellike chairs from bhar- 
rigonas,” he said, “We cut the bulge in half 
and scoop out the insides to make armchairs.” 

As we drove inta Pinar del Rio, people 
crowded the streets, talking nolsily, Lowd- 
speakers blared, This was a pre-election 
Thiihit. 

Dinner in the Hotel Globo was 4 great 
success, From a menu listing 35 main- COUPEE 
fishes, | selecter! Aiste com papas | 
with mashed potatoes). Keterring to. “my 
Srainish-Fnglish dictionary, | could not fined 
the words. 

Lucius said] many items were in Cuban 
idiom rather than true Spanish. “Cubans are 
so accustomed to their slang that same find it 
dificult to understand Castilian.” 

For dessert | had a typical Cuban dish, 
cream cheese and preserved guava, while 
Lucius bad grated coconut in sugar syrup. 
Both were delicious. 

Evervone in the dining room had a bie 
quart bottle of mineral water at his pHace, 
As in many other cities of Cuba, tap water 
might be comtuminated, 

After dinner we walked up the main street 
named for Jos Marti, the George Washington 
of Cuba. Shop windows were bright with 
Auorescent lights. Everything one could wish 
for was on display, from Parker $1" fountain 
pens toenvlons and electric irons. 

At street corners crowds of young men 
listened with laughter and catealls to poll- 
ticians’ big talk. Older men discussed the 
élections over their dominoes. Tables were 
set up om the sidewalk before nearly every 
shop. After cach hand, the men mixed their 
huge clominnues vigorously and noisily, 

Once in a while a car covered with political 
‘eonape tore down the street, blowing its 

arn. Of a showy coupé crawled past broad- 
casting o speech or rumba, 

That night we slept-in high-ceilinged rooms 
with tile floors. Snowwhite mosquito mets

shrimp in subterranean streams, 


covered our beds like canopies for royalty. 

Throughout Cuba, excepting in Havana, we 

slept beneath mesquita nets, as do Cubans, 
Polm Seeds Feed Hogs 

Driving out to Vinales valley, scenic Mecca 
for Cubans, we saw o man climbing a troval 
palm to harvest. its seed chumps. 

Giant royals not only provide thatch for 
roots and sidings, but their seed< furnish fool 
for hogs (page 3). 

“How do you start new palm forests?” [ 
asked the climber, 

“We scatter seeds over the ground,’ he 
replied. “No cultivation is necessary; seeds 
root naturally.” 

Royal palm climbers have much prestige 
the countrviolk, ‘They travel far 
and wide. 

Leaving the hot, flat plain, we climbed a 
aceite road and suddenly came upon fan- 
fastic Vittles valley. Brick-red tobacco soil 
and green pastures mace ~ colorful carpet 
(Plates and XI). Rising sheer, huge dome: 
formed a city of castles. The sun, streaking 
through the clouds, spotlighted the towers. 

The monoliths are houneycombed with caves, 
Stalactites hang from the ledges; Domes 
and turrets may reach 1,000 to 1,200 feet, 
The monoliths reminded me of similar ones 
Bot raphed by T. C. Lau.and Herbert Clar-

Next day friends took is out to San Juan y 
Martinez in the heart of the tobacco country. 
soon the Central Highway will follow this 
road to La Fe. From there the motorist ‘will 
jump the 125-mile gap to Yuratan by ferry 


and continue homeward through Mexico by 


the Pan American Highway. 
Curing barns were everywhere. 

“Perhaps under that thatched shed $15,000 
or $20,000 worth of tobacce is cliring,” my 
friend said. “Our finest her is. grown 
under netting. While we may raise the best 
cigar leaf here, we produce the poorest 
cigarette tobacce,” 

We turned into a large group of buildings

Farmers in Cuba, especially the Negroes, 
revere the great trees uni! seldim cul one 
down, even if it occupies choice tobacco land. 

“All the tohacco grown and smoked around 
the world is descended from the tobacco 
Columbus found! in the New World in 1492," 
Jacinto Arzud in, muinager of the fince (planta- 
tion), told me. “Columbus's men found the 
Indians amoking “‘tahaces,’ which-still is the 
Cuban word for cigars. The Indians took a 
handful of leaves, rolled them into a ¢one, 
stuffed them in a hollow reed, and then in- 
haled the smoke through the nose 

“During the last 75 years we have produced 
cur best tobacco here in the Vuelta Abajo sec- 
tion with the help of trigation. The textiere 
of our leaf is due to soil-and climatic condi- 
tions; Plants from our seeds, grown elge- 
where, do not have the ‘same quality.” 

Tobacen Seed Like Brown Pepper 

Mr. Argucin produced a small vial of brown 
tohacea seed. {was as finé as coarsely ereund 
pepper, A tablespoontul will plant 614 acres. 

(ultivation and curing of tohacce are much 
the sane throughout the world. In Pinar del 
Rio the tiny seeds are planted about Septem- 
ber 19, and then at [3-day intervals, in covered 
seedbeds, The plants vrow rapidly, reaching 
10 ty 12 inches in height im 40 days, 


A mechanical planter opens the furrows, 


sprinkles water, and covers the seedlings, but it 
does not plant them, ‘Two men or women 
sit on low chairs extencing out frum the rear 
Mf the machine. As it moves along, they 
deftly drop the plants into the furrow. 

All wrapper tobacco for lopesrade cigars 
is grown under cover to pretect delicate leaves 
from the hot sun and insects. Workers culti- 
vate it, fieht natural enemies, trim unwanted 
shoots; and top the plants so strength will go 
to leaves, not flowers. 

Tobacce is harvester, leaf by leaf, for sey- 
eral weeks, The Jowest leaf, called No. 1,15 
“primed,” or picked, first. The second pick- 
Ing of the 5 or 6 muddle leaves makes the best 
citar wrapper, The upper leaves produce 
dark covers. 

Evervinidy helps on the plantation during 
the growing season, Mr, 
2.000: people—men, women, and children. 

After cutting, leaves go to the curing sheds, 
where they are dried slowly until they rustle 
an the lancewoed poles and vivid green has 
lured t) rich brown, Then they are piled 
in “‘ualks,” leaf on leaf, to ferment.

ln the grading room 0 visited, 2750 men and 
women Were pi ebtings and smoothing each beaf 
ind comparing it with the others. ‘The best 
leaves were put agile to wrap the finest 
cigars; the imperfect ones, to serve a3 fillers. 
Not a word was spoken; the only sound was 
the faint rustle of the tohacca (Mate XT), 

One young woman grader handed mea per- 
fect leaf, “Press your finger into it, See 
how thin it —Uke rubbery: silk," she said, 
“Note its tiny vem and its tich brown color, 
not golden,” 

After grading, the leaves aré gathered in 
“hands: and packed in palm-frond covers: 
These bales are sent to Havana cigar farc- 
tories of to the United States. 

Driving back to town, we were charged by 
a large herd of cattle coming down the high- 
way. A farmer on an ox called to the animals 
and they separated, giving Us a passage, 

The driver was smoking a cigar of finest 
quality. In New York, cigars made of that 
tobaccs might sell for 50 cents,

They were strange-looking creatures, 
Their bodies were plucked bare as a chicken 
on a grocery counter. Their legs were bright 
red. “Sunburn,” the caretaker said (page 7). 

Twenty-five of the roosters were purchased 
m Spain. the owner told me, at $50 each. 
Cralios are never allowed to see a hen during 
their fighting careers. The best ones, the 
winners af, sav; tive or sm bouts, are turned 
out with the hens for breeding.

Wharton, came to Car- 
denus ta be minister of the: Presbyterian 
church, He opened! a school ct grew and 
expander inte 9 collewe, La Progresiva. 

The city government would not improve 
the muddy streets. Dr, Wharton persuade 
o thovsand friends to contribute 4 dollar oa 
month te a street fund. He called them the 
"Mi" and acted as treasurer, With the 
money collected, Dr. Wharton surtaced the 
Streets so that today (Cardenas is one of the 
best-paved cities In.

When Dr. Muassip wae a young man, ships

A perfect roinbow grected os when we 
reached Varadero, Cuba's famius beach te 
surt (Plate ATV). We stayed ot the Club 
Kawamn in the bridal bungalow, on the beach. 
lts thatched toof ind red-tled perch cver- 
looked the bricht-blue sea, Lacy pimes 
framed the view and gave shade, 

From our terrace we stepped onto the white 
and, fine os powilered! Sugar. The sum set in 
n red ball on the herizon behind several 
yachts anchored offshore, After 4 supper 
on the club terrace, to the music of o rumba 
orchestra, Dr. Massip asked our waiter if he 
knew La Proeresiva. 

His (ace fitup. “Why. J ama graduate!

He passed it on to the faculty, 
who in turn lit-the candles of the graduating 
class, It was an Impressive ceremony. 

“The candles symbolize the giving of love 
and wisdom to the pupils,” Dr, Wharton toll 
me.

(Cuban “Rabble” Outsmarts Spanish Regulars 


At the crossroads town of Colisen we 
stopped ot-a small restaurant ta get gasoline, 
Surrounded by chattering farmers and cane 
workers, Ur, Masstp told how the Cuban 
“rabble,” as the Spaniards called the revolu- 
tiondries, cutwitied a Apunish army near by. 

To protect Havana the Spanish general 
drew up his army of 15,000 men along the 
railway from Matanzas ty Union de Reves, 

Cubsan generals, Maxime Gomez and An- 
tomio Maceo, with only 2,000 men probed this 
strong Spanish line near its middle, then 
mirchedl petrallel to the south. The Spaniards, 
thinking the Cubans were running away, left 
their Fortifinations. 

The Cubans circled northward, Gradually 
they worked back to the thinly held railway. 
In 4 fierce battle they beat the enemy and 
broke through the impregnable line. 

Gomez then marched on to Havana, ancl he 
and hice men watered their horses in the Al 
mendores River, in the Capital's outskirts 
(Plate Vi. Thus they reached a gual set 
when they began their invasion from Oriente. 

So humiliated was the Spanish general by 
this defeat of his 15,000 men hy 2.000 Cubans 
that he resigned. 

Gen, Valeriano Weviler supplanted. him, 
“The Butcher” began a reign of terror, trying 
to quash the revolution by exterminating and 
starving the Cubans. Many thousands were 
killed, The United States protested andl even- 
tually, after the sinking of the Mitre, declared 
War cin Spin, 

In central AMiatunzat we come to a vist 
low area of some 00 square miles, where no 
natural rivers drain the soil In years of 
heavy rains the island wus nearly divided 
by a sheet of water which stretched across 
this flat expanse. Near E] Roque we crossed 4 
deep, broad ditch, a dry canal, In the rainy 
season Canal de] Roque becomes a temporary 


river and drains off this extess walter, 
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Since there are po protecting meuntams 
along the coast here, cold waves, called 
“Horthers.” sweep unchecked across the plains, 
Temperatures of 32° F. have been cecorded, 
the Jowest on record in Cuba, except im the 
high mountains, 

Cubans who have lived all their lives on the 
island have never seen snow, A light fall has 
been recorded in the mountains of Las Villas. 

Lon after dark we reached Santa Clara, 
capital of ‘the Province of Las Villus. The 
brilliant lights and crowded streets dazzled 
us after several hours of motoring through 
dark, lonely savannas. 

Vidal Park was jommed with people 
noisily talking and milling around the statue 
of Marta Abreu (Plate XV}. A band. blared 
popular rumbas, classical pieces. and American 
jazz, Boys and girls. crescedt in their best, 
paraded in citches, Senoritas kept to one lane 
and senors to the other. It was May 20, 
Cuba's Independence Day, 

Busy Santa Clara lies almost in the geo- 
graphical center of Cuba. Sugar, cattle, and 
tobacco are its principal products, Santa 
Clara. tobacco stands next to Pinar del Rio's 
in quality and quantity, 

Next morning we window-shopped through 
Santa Clura’s business section, which seemed 
like any small American city, 

On a side street we visited a shop where 
candles were made, mostly of western cowboy 
stvle. We watched the carpenters fashion 
wolen trees, a foundry forge pommiels, and 
men stamp designs on the lesther in Inesket- 
weave pattern. The factory was. filling an 
omer from the United States for 300 saddles. 
The manager learned his trade in Philadelphia 
and copies American saddles from an illus- 
trated catalogue.

Santa Clara originally was founded at 
Remedios in 1514, Mrsiessacke| it so many 
times that many people maved inland and 
founded the present Santa Clara. 

Bitter rivalry developed into a fratricidal 
wir in 190, Santa Clorans sacked Remedios 
ont! took their Spanish captives home 
Remedios, off the beaten path talay, has never 
revained its prominence, 

On the roid to Clenfueros we passed 
through a veritable canyon of aroma. For 
miles on either side, this impenetrable thorny 
thicket spread across ance-rich sugar lanes. 

“Originating in Muilagasear ancl Africa, 
armi was introduced into Cuba. as an orma- 
mental plant,” we were told by Dor, José Al- 
warez Conde, professor of Natural Sciences of 
Santa (Clura Secondary Institute, “Tt spreads 


like wildfire aod renders land ieeless for culti- 
vation, Cut down, aroma grows even faster 
umd thicker, Cattle eat the seeds but co not 


digest them: thua they spread the pest. Even 


wind scatters the seeds. Aroma is an ever- 
present danger in Cuban fields. The only 
defense is constant cultivation: and alertness 
on the part of the farmer,” 


Humble Farmer, (Courteous Gentleman 


Near Palmira we passed a model thatched 
cottage shaded by a gumt flamboyant (royal 
poinciana) tree. It was so attractive and 
typical of Cuban country homes that we 
stopped to call (Plate 4b) 

Humble as he was, the farmer was a courte- 
ous wentleman. He introduced us to his wife 
and eldest son. AS the lad shook hands, he 
bowed and said, “José Ramon, your servant.” 

Pigs were resting in the shade af a flamboy- 
nit on a carpet nf orange Petals, One son was. 
pounding and winnewing yellow rice in a mor- 
tir holhiawwed from a palm trunk. A fetf, or 
blackbird, hovered on o near-by fence te pick 
lip any stray grains the chickens mi 

“We dry the rice.on a pan in the sun, and 
what the tot} leaves we pound and winnow,” 
the farmer said, 

“Ts the totl really such o thief?” I asked. 

“Yes; the rascal will steal anything. We 
have a aiving when things go wrong, “Blame 
the toll for that’ ™ 

Asvour host bowed us into his home, he said, 
“This is your heuse.” 

Inside, the cottage was neat. Family por- 
traits hung on the whitewashed walls. Hard- 
packed earth was the floor. Grandmother, 
ublivious Of ws, continued her sewing in a 
rocking chair in the commer, Small youngsters 
peeked coyly through the kitchen door, 

Senora Luisa offered us coffee, and we 
knew then that we had been accepted as 
“simpatico.” 

She cround the beans herself and served the 
coffee sweetened with raw sugar, Tt was thick 
Gat, delhctous. 

We passed a wigon and o horseman resting 
in the shade of a big algarroba tree, ‘The 
cowboy called out “Many happinesses” ns 
we passed, 

“Cows stand) wonder algarrobas si) long, witit- 
Ing for fruits to’ fall, that they pet thin!’ 
said Dir. Conde. “Blut, kidding aside, the 
fruits are usec as feed, They are sweet, and 
cattle Tike them. Farmers: believe the fruit 
produces more and better-tasting milk. Algur- 
robas are planted in pastures ond to shade 
the roads.” |

The 
late Edwin F, Atkins furnished the ground and 
much of the funds for the equipment of this 
garden, Where scientists andl Harvard graduate 
chudents study botanical and zoological prob- 
lems ood conduct. biological held work 
Teak, first introduced into Cuba at Soledad, 
rapidly. Its timber decay and 
termites, The tree is now manted in 
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in the stentorian volce of a portable “Tull 
born,” or Joud-speaker. 

Trinidad was one al the ¢ix cities founded 
by the Spanish in 1514. Cortes recruited men 
here for his conquest of Mexico, The city 
grew slowly, along with its stgar and coffee 
trade. When the Pilgrim Fathers landed at 
Plymouth, ‘Trinidad boasted a population of 
several thousend people. 

Pirates ond English sea rovers attacked 
the city frequently. Crews of two British 
ships attacked Trinidad after an overland 

march in W762. The Trinitarios ambushed the 
sailors and killed many. They captured the 
ships’ flags and carried them back in triumypls,

In 18270. an American shipowner, John 
William Baker, came to ‘Trinidad ane liked 
it so well he settled there. He marrled a 
Cuban girl ond made a fortune in the sugar 
business: He became a Spanish citizen and 
wat knighted by the King of Spain, — 

Baker became so wealthy he wanted to tile 
his palace parlor with owags, Spanish gold 
pieces, but the Government forbade it because 
people would walk on His Majesty's face: 

“All tight, VU put the coins on edge!’ said 
Baker. 

Our train pulled into ag old Spanish bar- 
tacks converted into a station, An antique 
taxi tonk ws bouncing over the cobbles to our 
comfortable hotel. 

That. evening T asked one of our hosts if 
the story about Mr. Baker really was true. 
Imagine my sitprise when he replied in 
Spanish, “Certainly, Mr, Baker was my uréat- 
grandfather’ | 

My Trinitario friend had the appearance 
of wen up-and- -coming American. Yet his name 
was spelled in the Spanish style, Béquer, and 
he could not speak a word of English (p. 26). 


Progress Hos Passed Trinidad By 


Trinidad is a bit of Toledo or old Seville, 
set off by itself near the south coast of Cuba. 
Its very isolation has preserved its charm. 
Tts people live much as they did in Spanish 
colonial days of a ¢entury age. 

Everywhere 7 looked there was a picture. 
Houses are gaily pointed in pastel tones— 
blue, pink, green, canary, and all shades 
between, Pedillers on foot or burro bring 
the murket to the housewife's door or grilled 
window (Plate XAT). Boys talk to senoritas 
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behind barred windows, just as in old Spain. 

Mr. Beqyuer wits most anxinus that we see 
the National Sanaterkom built on a mounting 
tep at Topes de Collantes. “This huge hos- 
ital, nearly finishel, is one of the wonders of 
Cuba,” he said. 

Filing into 2 high-wheeled jalopy, we 
bounced over the cobbled streets, On the out- 
skirts we crossed o rickety bridge over a river, 
where Trinitarios claim Cortés moored his 
ships while recruiting crews for the conquest 
of Mexico. 

Our jalopy corkscrewed up the read hewn 
in places from solid rock. Now and then we 
caught glimpses of tiny tobaced patches. 
hanana trees, and cornfelds growing in bat- 
tom lands. 

Emerging from a deep cut, we were startled 
hry a huge skyscraper crowning a hill directly 
ahead. Tt was stupendous, like Christophe’: 
Citudel in Haiti or Carcassonne’s castle rising 
above the plains of southern France. 

The huge hospital, built to accommodate 
1,000 patients, was the dream of ‘a former 
President of Cuba, Fulgencio Hutista, Begun 
in 1041, it was to be an international center 
for the treatment of tuberculosis. No expense 
was spared to make of it what the designers 
thought would be an ideal hospital. Though 
90 percent complete, all work was stopped 
in 1945, and [it may. never be finished. 

Walking through this colossus was like a 
trip with Alice through her Wonderland. 
Nothing was complete—men had stopped 
work just where they were. 

The magnificent lobby was ned with 
marble but unfinished: stairwave were built 
but had no banisters: giant ic eboxes for frewen 
foods had doors bul no freezing units; a little 
theater for 400 people was nearly finished, 
hit it had neo floor; carloads of cement and 
kitchen wienéils were stored in wards ane 
doctors” offices, 

Most incongruous of all, corridors ran along 
the outside walls instead! of down the center. 
Result: most rooms were inside and opened 
on corridors, like interior cabins of a steamer. 


Windows were of frosted glass = one could 


not see the gorgeous mountain views. 

All supplies, every brick anc bag of cement, 
had to be hauled laboriously up the myc tain 
road by conveys of trucks. 

“We have hopes that Topes will become a 
tourist hotel,” our guide told us. “The climate

When the price dropped from 22 cents to 4 
cents amd less in 1920. many were ruined, from 
the plantation owners to the laborers who de- 
pended on the sugar mills for their living, Su 
rich was the land, however, that the people of 
La Trocha soon stased a comeback 

For miles we dtove through sugar, banana, 
and pineapple felds, Between rows of banana 
trees the pineapples grew, ‘The air was 
scented with the sweet smell of pimdapples, 





Camaiiey, “Like a Fairy Castle" 

We could. see the spires and red roofs of 
Citagiey from miles away. The city rose 
abave the green telds- like fairy castle. 

“Camagiiey is the “City of the Putricians,’ ™ 
Dr. Massip. told me. “Many ald families 
trace their ancestry back to the sixteenth 
century. Lr. Jose Agiera, who will guide us 
through the citv, is directly descended fram 
one of the founders of Camagtiey in 1514,’ 

Dr, Aguernd appeared in a shiny white suit 
of starched tinen, He teaches natural history 
in the Camagiiey Institute: 

Agiero is a famous nome in. Camagiiev, 
Members of this family have long player 
heroic roles in the city’s history, Francisco 
de Aguero, one of the first Cuban martyr 
was honged by the Spaniards in the Plaza 
Agranwnte on March 16, 1826. Another revt- 
lutionary hero, Joaquin Aguero, a Cuban 
“Nathan Hale, was shot in August, [55] 

Plaza Agramonte honors many revolutionary 
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letig In ita tenter an elestrian State 
nicmorigizes General lence Agramonte, born 
in the cit¥ and killed in battle in 1575, during 
the ter-vear Cuban revolution (1865-78) 
Camagiey give many splendic fighters to this 
first unsuccessful war fer independence, which 
oust 250.000 lives ont! 300 million dollars: 
With Dr, Aguero as our sponsor we were 
weloumeal as muests om several of the old 
bomes Of Camagiiey. Dr. and Senora Aurelio 
lzquierdo showed us their beautiful home, 
simply but tastefully decorated. Lt has one of 
the finest patios T saw in Cuba (Plates AXVI, 
XAVT KATA. Auge reci-clay witet 
jars, ivpical of Camuagitey, adorned it, 
crs Finlay Street from the Leqoierdos 
home was born (larlos Juan Finlay, the emi- 
nent Cuban plovsician sintiested that 
vellow fever was conveved by the mvsqyuitn, 
Ur, Finlay eracduated frum Jetiersom Meii- 
cal College, Philadelphia, lennsvivania, Then 
he beean the study of vellow fever, which 
killed muny tundreds each year in Cuba. In 
P3351 be annie bos theory bho mosquitoes 
sprened vellow fevers Since be could not 
definitely prove his contention, no 
lieved! him. 
Even as late os 1900 doctors tied to stop 
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the vVellow feyer scourge by fumigation, isola- 
tion, and the burning of fomites (the clothing 
and bed Tinen wh infected patients), But to ne 
avail, Vellow fever contintied te kill, Ameri- 
can soldiers died like fies. In the Spantsh- 
American: Wor thousands more were killed by 
“vellow jack" than by bullets. 

Finally, Maj, Walter Reed and his United 
States Army Yellow Fever Commiseion proved 
that Finkiy waa mht. Volunteers, bitten by 
ledes agegv itr mosquitoes which hael fed trom 
vellow fever patients, came down with the 
Others exposed to the fomites failed 
Thus the source of vellow 
fever was proved beyond doubt .

Chief Hatuey Burned at Stake 


As we drove through the mch surar and 
grazing lands of eastern Camagiiey, Dr. Mas- 


sin told me of the Indian chief. 
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When Columbus first settled Hispaniola in 
1492, his colonists treated the [nilians havlly 
and enslaved many, Chief Hatuey fled to 
Cuba and aroused the Tndins there. When 
Diero de Veleques landed at Kanacoa with 
his first colony in. 1512, be was bitterly op- 
posed, The Spaniards: with their fine armor 
and swords easily defeated the poorly armed 
savaves an! chased them buck into the moun- 
tains. Through treachery, Hatuey was Inter 
captured and burned at the stake at Vara. 

Just before bis execution, a friar tried Lo 
make a Christian of the chief, telling him that 
if he died a heathen, he would go to Hell 
instead of Heaven. 

“Are there any Spaniarils in Heaven?” he 
dsked, 

“Ves, there are many there, for Spaniards 
are Christians,” answered the friar. 

“Then Todon't want to go where there ore 
Spaniards.” replied Hatuey; and he refused to 
be converted—even when his executioners 
were lighting the fagats. 

Nearly 400 years Inter, another Hispaniotan 
came to the litand and led the Cubans in 
revolt against the Spaniards. This wis Gen. 
Misximo Gomez, who led the Cuban Armies 
in the final war for independence and co- 
operated with the American Army. 

Well-trod paths parallel the Central High- 
way nearly its whole length, Often we saw 
horsemen galloping lone, tenderly holding 
fighting cocks in their arms like baliies. 

“We are now entering the sixth Province, 
Oriente, the lirgest and least developed of 
Cuban Provinces,” said Dr. Massip, A million 
and o half people live in Oriente, and it can- 
tains vast mineral wealth—copper, iron, man- 
gainese, nickel, and nuuy other valuable ores. 


Columbus Sent Ambassadors to Chinese 
Emperor! 

When Columbus was exploring the coast 
af Cubacon his first vovage in 1492, he sent 
ambassadors inland to call on the great 
Chinese Emperor!  Lietead of an oriental 
city these men found an Indian village of 
same &0 thatched huts, Called Cubanacan, 
it eecupied the present site of Holguin. 
“Cuba came from this Indian word, 

Although the ambassadors brought back no 
gold or glad tidings from the Empwror, they 
did introduce tobacco to Europeans, They 
saw Indians smoking fabacos (cigars) stuck 
in. their tmastrils, 

Holtuin today isa busy commercial city. 
center of a-sugar district. The evening we 
were there, crowds of country people thronped 
its streets to see the movies and to vert and

Here ‘Tomas Estrada Palma, first President 
of the new Cuba, and Carlos Manuel de Cée- 
pedes, bero of the Ten Years’ War, and many 
petts, artists, and novelists were born.

Cespedes, with [40 poorly armed men, be- 
man Cuba’s Revolution in [S68 with his cry, 
“Independence or Death.’ When Bavame 

was threatened with capture a year later, 
Céapedes men and the inhabitants burned 
the town rather than surrender it (Plate 
AV), TL saw blackened walls of some af 
these buildings still standing, 

I climbed to: the top of the belfry of San 
Salvador Church with the brown-robed Capu- 
chin friar. He insisted that the stones at 
its base were the original ones Inid four

The friar told us he listened every evening 
ty the radio and enjoyed especially NBC 
broadcasts in Spanish from the United States. 

Rounding a bend in the mountains, we

“That is El Cobre, shrine of Cuba's patron

“Thousands of Cubans come on pilgrimages, 
hoping for miracle cures” 

We voited the cathedral and the shrine, 
pictures of which hang in many Cuban homes, 

The Cobre copper mines have been worked 
Of and on since their discovery in 1547, In the 
early dave Indians and slaves carried the ore 
on their heads up ladders from jgreat depths.

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sugar, The city grew rich and prosperous, but 
severe earthquakes inflicted much damage. 

Our visit to Morro Castle ono a blistering 
hat day was o highlight of my Cuban journey. 
We boarded a small launch and steamed over 
the Merrimac, which Hobson sank to block 
Cervera’s fleet in the Spanish-American: Wart 
(Plate XXXIT). 

Then we headed out through the channel 
to see Morro Castle, built ta the 17th century. 

“When the Spanish fleet steamed to certain 
destruction that dav, July 3, 1898, the ship 
commenced firitipye while still in this narrow 
channel,” Dr, Pedro FE. Cafias, the Society's 
President, told mrt. 

“What a sight they must have made as 
they nizshal forth, a bone in their teeth, to 
batele the mighty feet of Sampson oul Schley 
on the horizon!” (Plates XXN. XXX7,) 

“Ag the Spanish ships reached. the sea, 
Ametican shells took. immediate effect,” Dr. 
Felipe Martines, the Secretary, put in. “The 
rocky coast was soon strewn with burning, 
wreckad ships.” 

The Battle of Santiago sealed the fate of 
Cuba, From then oan, United State: ships 
wert free to roam the Cuban comst at will, 

Our launch landed us at a yacht club, and 
we walked up the steep path te Morro. 

“The castle was never taken irom the sea, 
hut it was captured several times by land,” 
Dr. Cafias said. “Henry Morgan and_ his 
men, who raided numerous Cuban cities, 
enenked up a valley back of the castle and 
struck at its weakest paint.” 

We climbed over the crumbting hattlements, 
still much as they were after the naval battle, 
We saw pillboxes and walls shattered by naval 
shells and the dark dungeons where hundreds 
of Cuban patriots were imprisoned. 

Sun Juan Pil—*Teddy” Wins Fome 

Next we drove out to San Juan Hill, and 
our friends. described the batthe—the infan- 
trys capture of the blockhouse and Col, Thee- 
dare Roosevelt's charge op “Kettle Hill” 

“Most people think ‘Teddy's Rouuehriders 
charged the hill on horseback,” Dr, Cafas 
ssid. “'The truth is that only Teddy and some 
of the aificers had charpers: the mounts for his 
men. did not reach Cuba in time. Teddy dis- 
linzuished himself by riding up and dawn in 
front of his men and urging them on. He 
was slightly wounded and several men were 
killed within arm's reach.” 

From the tap of San Juan Hill, now crowned 
by royal palms and o red-brick ‘memorial, we 
could see the valley for miles around, 

“These rich fields still hear the crack of 
guns,” said Dr. Martines, “We shoot quail, 


doves, andl guines fowl heres leo deer ane 
wild pic in the mountains.” 

Vast quantities af fruit, mangves especially, 
are grown in the revion. We saw bovs picking 
ripe ted fruits and eating them under the 
heavily laden trees. Mangoes are a natural 
candy for Cuban youngsters. 

Proudly the geographers escorted us to the 
Santiago cemetery and showed us its fine 
minuments and mausdleums. Many heroes 
are buried here, including Marti, the greatest 
of all Cuban martyrs, 

No roads thread the mountainous estern 
section of Oriente; so we took te the air to 
visit the “Banana Const.” Our pilot banked 
(ue trinsport over Santimgo's bettleneck. en- 
trance 30 that we could see the mignificent 
horbor and the site af the naval battle. 

Cer the beachheads of Siboney-ancd Dai- 
quirl we looked down on the French-blue 
waiters where our transports ny on DT) Day 

(June 20), 1898, Here:our men and their 
Cuban allies piwred ashore in small boats to 
begin their march through the jungle to San 
Juan Aull and Bl Canevy,.a march which ended 
in the surrender af Santiago on July 17 (page 
$3). Daiquirl is known today becouse of the 
rum cocktail, and Siboney for-a song. 

Skirting the great U.S, Nayal Station at 
Guantiname, we could see the new runways 
anc vastly enlarged facilities, The monster 
carriers Frenkits 2). Radsevelt antl Midway 
were lying thece, dwarfed by the immense bay. 


Atrplane Substitutes for Kus and Tram 


At Guantaname we picked up a farmer and 
his wife with their new baby, The steward 
told us they had been flown out from an 
inland town so that the mother and child! 


could have modern care 


Refore the coming of the airplane, people. 
of Oriente mountain villages and lumber 
camps; many of them with Tndian blond, 
traveled between towns on horseback. Now 
they go by air. Eiy transport planes, oper- 


‘ated by the Compania (Cubona de Aviacion, a 


stibsidiary of Pan American, hop from tewn 
to town across this roadless wilderness. 

On the rugged peaks and in the valleys we 
saw lumbermen hewing out mahogany cerned 
other valuable woods. A fortune still stands 
in timber here: isolation preserves it. 

Our lancing at Baracoa was sensational! 
The pilot glided! down between two peoks. 
Our wing tips seemed to brush the fronds as 
we floated in to a narrow strip cut through 
coconut palms. During o two-hour stepover, 
Dr, Massip and I drove to town along with 
the mail and three secondhand tires. 

So enticing were Columbus's descriptions of 
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From Baracoa we Hew along o coast dim 
pled with round harbors and with deep rivers 
flowing into the Atlantic, Columbus explored 
these thoroughly and deseribed them in. his 
chronicles of the first yoyage. In fact, yachts- 
men cruising these waters have used his de- 
scriptions, recorded by Las Casas, for navie 
gating their boats. | 

Along the Oriente coast winds blow off- 
shore at night and reverse during the daytime, 
the jresh northeasterly trades funneling into 
the harbor entrances, Columbus took advan- 
tage of this. Leaving port, he got his ships 
under sail before dawn. Returning, he en- 
tered in the daytime. Thus he had fair winds 
hoth wavs, Sailormen still use these tactics. 

“We are flying past a vast treasure house 
of mineral wealth,” Dr. Massip told me. “Tn 
these mountains of northeast Oriente some 
four billion tons of iron ete await develop 
ment, according to latest surveys.’ 

“Then Columbus was right when he te- 
ported) that red stones along this const indi- 
cated iron ore,” I said, 


Nicuro Produces Nickel for Jer Engines 


“Nickel, ton, is mined and refined here,” 
Dr, Massip continued, “During the war, when 
nickel becume so vital to Unitecl States’ 
wir industries, a new hush-hush nickel plant 
was built at Nicaro.” 

Landing of Cavo Afambi, we hopped on- 
other plane to Preston and then took p ferry 
out to Nicaro, The plane passed right over 
the big metallurgical plant, standing on a 
“hird’s tongue” peninsula ( Lengua de Pajary). 

Here was a cdiramatic sight. From tall stacks 
reciish smoke plumes streamed cut before the 
easterly trates, blowing in a pinkish clown 
across the blue sky. A model village with red- 
tiled roofs and gardens sprawled over ‘the 
peninsula. 

“Ground wis broken in an oll pasture in 
September, 1942." Mr Forbes Wilson. the 
Administrator of the Nicaro plant, told me, 
“Nine thousand workers waded ashore through 
the mangrove swamps. Houses had to be 
built, Bahia de Levisa dredged for big ships, 
and all materials imported. Vet 16 months 
later cur first nickel oxide was produced. Tt 
was an extraordinary achievement.” 

By a new and complicated process; still 
“under wraps,” the red ore passes through 
drying kilns, furnaces, and tanks to emerve as 
green nickel oxide. Shipped in 65-pound bags 
to the United States, this nickel oxide toughens 
steel to make a heat-resistant allov, now used 
for jet airplane engines amd stainless steel. 
Toward the end of the war Cuba wis. pre- 
ducing 10 percent of our nickel, 


Jumping back ‘to Cava Mambi in our 
“orasshopper trampert, we looked down on 
green fields of sivar cane, We could see ox 
teams hauling heavily loaded carts to o rail- 
why. Mininture trains were puffing along a 
spiderweb of tracks to a big sugar mill with 
*Tanamo” written mcross its red roof, Smoke- 


stacks belching told us that the mill was in 


operation—one of the few we had seen work- 
ing. as mast of the cane hod bein horvested 


and the “dead season” had begun (page 37). 


Lancing not far from the big mill, we drove 
over to it amid had lunch in the comfortable 
guesthouse, 


How Sugar Is Made 


Here we saw the cane enter one side of the 
reill ancl emerge as raw and granulated sugar 
at the satlvee Although Tanamo is not one of 
the largest, it is typical of Cuban mills, 

Hour after hour, dav after diy, a conveyor 
dumps the. cane into the maws of the rollers, 


which cut it, crush it, and squceze out Its 


eweet juice (page 39). When it emerges, the 
crushed cane, known as bagasse, is fine ancl 
nearly dry. It fuels the mill's bie boilers, 

The cane juice ts first strained and analveed 
to test its percentage of sugar. 

Then the Hquid is Timed and heated to 
precipitate: impurities; It goes through san 
elaborate process of clariiving, evaporating 
to reduce moisture, and crystallizing. In a 
hank of centrifugals, the syrup is whirled 
rapidly. Mother liquor, mulasses, is forced 
Hut through « screen, leaving yellowish crystals 
in the basket, This ts raw sugar, the product 
of most Cuban mills. For household use it 
must be refined further. 

The molasses, or left-over liquor, is reboilect 
and put through the contri Fugly to obtain a 
second crop of erystals, Again and again the 
molasses is reboiled and centrifuged until it 
no longer yields sugar. 

The final molasses, called “hlackstirap,” is 
Histiled ta make aleoohol an rum, Some also 
goes Into cattle feed. Cuba shipped 233,- 
PS4199 gallons of molasses to the United 
Shates in 1945, 

At the time of my visit, Tinamo had Just 
opened a brand-new refining plant; From it 
poured snew-white granulated sugar familiar 
to every housewife. 

Cuba. will sell.an estimated 5,768,000 fans 
of sugar to the United States this year. That 
represents 85 percent of her production. 

But we do not keep it all for ourselyes— 
some goes to the world Sugar pel, 

Even so, our Cuban neighbor will fill 
nearly half of Unele Sam's sugar bowl in 
1946, Next vear she will send <till more,

What I write here is personal, nowise official.

Cheusurets of civilians attuched to the 
Army, | After they get into Germany and 
Austria, they cannot eat, sleep, ride in a 
train, smoke a cigarette, or buy a pair af 
socks except by provision of the anny, 

It was December of the first winter of 
peace when | headed for Germany from Paris 
The run to Frankfurt was at night, andl the 
train was mostly loaded with American 
wolidiers who had been in Paris on leave. 

Twe of the five who shared my compart 
ment were sergeants in an engineering com- 
pany which helped keep German trains run- 
ning. ‘One spent his spare time hunting wild 
hegre and deer in a German forest. 

‘Phe third soldier was o Texus cavairyman 
who had not ridden a horse since he entered 
the Army. The fourth was a ricdio brond- 
caster, and the fifth was o private in the 
Medical Corps whe was much concerned over 
the way some (ls sympathite with Germans. 


Armed Guards Protect Baggage 


Every time the train stopped, arner guards 
would get uf and patrol te see that no thiel 
crawled into the bagyage tar. Dawn came i 
we were creeping. across the Rhine on pw tem- 
porary bridge alongside the dynamited roins 
af the great bridge at Mainz, of which the 
Germans were once so proud. 

From the station at Frankfurt (page 58) 
we Grove in a jeep through the devastation 
caused] by Allied botnbs, then beside bleak 
fields to Hiichst, rh Sadly, 

Here the monstrous 1. G, Farben Company 
had built the heaviest, dreanest office buildings 
imaginable. They sprawl amid smokestacks 
and streets of dwelling houses untouched hy 
war.

My own landlady was so methodical that she 
always insisted on hanging my eyeshade on 
the hatrack. Focould not get her to leave it 
on my writing table, 

The mess for officers and civilians at Hochst 
is in the Casino, another T. G. Farben struc- 
ture, very big and very heavy. At the door 
on armed soldier stands constant guard to 
prevent unauthorized persons from taking ad- 
vantage of the excellent dollar-a-day board.

Strips of planted rape in full ower 
were as polilen 9s Ty thercuprs, No peanuts or 
soy beans are rawed in Germany; ol comes

With me was a lieutenant colonel borrowed 
by the Military Government fram the U, 5. 
Department of Agriculture. We went first to 
a cooperative farm settlement established by 
the Nazis in 1953-1035. The cate & on a 
granite monument in the center of the settle 
ment, hut swastika signs in the granite bave 
been badly mutilated, 

There are 28 form families in the village 
settlement. They were picked from northern 
Germany, and all are Protestunts—for in this 
land chorch differences are often ‘almost us 
strong as color differences are in America. 
The land they settled on was a marsh before 
Hitler's government drained it and sold it to 
the farmers.an a 54-year time basis. We spent 
an hour with one family. 

This farmer and bis fat wife bad seven 
children. Two bows were killed in the war: 
another was then a prisoner in Russia, T heir 
S-acre form was worked by four horses, 
though there were five tractors in the <ettle- 
ment. The farm had five cows, ten chickens, 
three ducks, two turkeys. Tts average yield 
at grain during years of fertilizing was 35 


bushels per acre: in 19445 the yield was 17 
bushels per acre, and no more was expected 
in TO4q, 

Like hitndreds of other farm folk we saw 
over the Oden Wald, these looked well fed and 
hearty. Tnside the howe we found coke 
baking in progress ona big scale. The cake 
was to celebrate the vounwest som's fourteenth 
birthday, He was graduating. from the one- 
teacher village school, which had 42 pupils 
scattered from the first grade up to the last 
grade uoder high-school Jewel. 

In the kitchen I saw a bucket af ewys, The 
lew allows each member of a family to eat 
the eps from ome hen; 60 emgs apiece must 
he turned in anmualty, at controlled parice. 
from all others. German hens are supposed 
to average 98 - aplece annually, The 
thicken popiuilation in the United States Zone 
of Germany is about 7O percent of normal, 

pin this farmer's loft | saw bins of wheat, 
nets, wun harley, though no commercial sur- 
plus: Grain elevators are comparatively rare 
in Germany: most of the grain is stored on 
farms. 


Electric Lights, hut No Bathroom 


Like the chwellings of most German villages, 
the house bad electric lights and minning water 

in the kitchen, The toilet, however, was out 
in the stable, and human manure was spread 
with that of the animals. 

“Tt is far better than the 
manure,” the farmer said, 

Tin tanks on horme-drawn wagons collect 
human manure in German cities and then 
scatter it on fields, A large block of farm 
land néar Darnistadt is fertilized directly from 
sewage ditches supplied by the city. 

In tne of the two bedrooms of the farm- 
house we visited were three beds; in the other, 
two beds: A daughter and her husband and 
baby lived with the family. In the small 
living room I saw no books. Out in the yard 
stood the hig zinc tub that is taken into the 
kitchen for Saturday night baths. 

Without my even hinting at the subject, this 
farmer assured me vehemently that the Nazis 
had tried to eject him for not joining their 
party He “just stayed on.” T don't know 

ow he came to get a Nazi farm without being 

a Nuzt himself, 

In 1945 the crop yield throughout the 
Tinited States Zone of Germany was 25 pet- 
cent short of the 1939-44 average. Only a 
slight increase for 1946 could be expected. 
Implements were worn out and lacking; labor 
was short: but the missing essential that kept 
all farm production down was fertilizer.

The shortage is not all due to black market- 
ing, by anv means. A high percentage of it 
is due to shortage of proteins in the stock 
feed—lack of fertilizer again, 

In 1945, while the American Military Gov- 
ernment was overseeing the area, the farmers 
sent in nearly 69,000 quarts of milk per week. 
Now the Military Government has turned 
supervision over to the local German govern- 
ment, which is very thmid, Tt is supported by 
only a minorite of citizens, 

A farmer catizht selling milk on the black 
market is fined! ten, twenty, maybe. thirty 
murks. “The paper morks mean ltth to him, 
He can black-market a few gallons of milk 
and pov all the fines assessed. 

The normal population of the aren ts around 
730,000 people, But se miny expellees had 
been brought in that. according to the Austrian 


manager, it had risen to 450,000, His figures 


an the number of immigrants may be too high, 
but there ore tens of thousands. [1 is esti- 
mated that not more than 20 percent of them 
ore good for any kind of labor. 

This dairy sells all the milk that is sold 
levitimately in the area. Naturally it cannot 
provide milk for 200,000 extra people when the 
supply for the normal population has already 
been nearly halved, The American Goyvern- 
thent is furnishing latve quantities of pow- 
dered milk to help offset the deficiency. 

In the tertihly devastated city of Darmstadt 
we stopp! at public tourket tables on a 
squire, A woman, enormously fat, sat behind 
the best-stocked table.

Berlin Dreary, Desolate 


Like most Americans in Germany, | wanted 
to get to Berlin, After an excellent supper 
in the dining car, at a cost of 275 cents in 
marks, and then a nicht of sleep on o hard 
boalater, [ looked out the windew anid saw 
that our tram was running throwch a forest 
countey, mostly small timber, 
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The soil was sandy, like most of the forest 
Lend in Gerrnany that 1 have seen, bitle of it 
worth cultivating, If this kind of ground is 
denuded. it blows away and Berlin's soil 
would blow sway, they sav, like the dry 
lake next to Mexien City, if the surrounding 
forest® were cut down, 

My first view of Berlin was in an Army jeep 
driven by a 24-year-old German guide who 
hac been a fighter pilot in the Luftwaffe. 

Amune Gther questions, T asked him aljeaut 
the Berlin newspapers, There are four ar 
more. sponsored by the British, Russians, 
French, and Americans, respectively, besides 
vaniows other papers. T asked him which he 


reac. 
“ATL,” he replied, 
“Which gives you the most facts of conse- 
quence?” T asked, 


"The Britkh,” he answered. The Russian 
paper, he said, has foo muuch propaganda, and 
ee American paiper is too lacking in realistn, 

e drove first through Grune Wald, an 
nea park, in which much weal was 
being cut, Later T saw the denudation of the 
Tiergarten in the heart of the citv. This 
famous park is now more naked of trees than 
af statues und is pitted with shell and bomb 
holes. 

German Shows Hitler's Chancellery 

What was the main part of the city is in 
the Soviet Zone, and in ne other urbe center 
have T seen soch a dearth of human activity. 
In front of the ancient Castle, right in the 
midst of what was Berlin's busiest area, o 
woman and two men were pulling and pushing 
a cart Ipaded with freshly killed beef, They 
had the whole street to themselves. 

My guide was more eager to show me 
Hitler's Chancellery than anything ele, One 
can still walk through the gutted roams of 
imitation marble that the Nazis erected for 
their Fithrer, 

“Now,” said the guide, with what seemed 
to me like reverence in his voice, “we come to 
the most important of all the rooms. Here 
was Hitler's desk. There by the fireplace 
Hither held his most secret conferences, ‘That 
door opens inte his bedroom. 

“The bunker out the window there is over 
the bombproof shelter in which he took lust 
refuge. ext to it you see Ribbentrop's 
house, then the house of Hitler's mistress, 
Eva Hroum. They say that his snd her boelies 
were burned four yards from the hiner drew, 
I don't know if this-istrue or not.”

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Canada’s Caribou Eskimos

HEY call themselves Padlermiut, Peaple 
of the Willow Thicket, White men have 
dubbed them Caribou Eskines, and with 
Give reser. | 

Fifty years age these people were dependent 
upon cine animal, the caribou, for life itself, 
Men, women, andl children alike dressnd tn 


skins of caribou, which they hunted with bows 


and arrows, They fed on caribou ment, 
mainly raw and frozen. Caribou bones and 
antlers were their tools, Catibew hides cov- 
erer their summer tents, 

Though they lived on Canada's Northern 
Mains, only slighth west of Hudson Bay, 
theirs was an inland culture (map, pare 91). 
Unique among Eskimos, they possessed ono 
traditions af the sea. They spoke a language 
like that used in Greenland, yet they had no 
lure about the hunting of aquatic mammuals, 
Greenland s means of sustaining life. Seal, 


walrus, and polar bear were unknown to many 


af them, Salt water anc tides were mysteries. 


Today the Padlermiut depend as much on 


triders as on cariboy. They hunt with guns 

instead of bows, Within a lifetime they have 

emerged from the Stone Age: the high- 

ressure existence of modern times stares ther 
the facie. 


40 Years Among the Iiloos 


Before their primitive custims disappear 
entirely, T should like to picture these Padler- 
nuut, sovthermmest al four Caribou Eskimo 
tribes, from a omissioniry’s vantage point, 

In summer J have shared thelr stoky 
taribou-skin tents; in winter, their freezing 
snow-block iglows For 20 years [ have 
watehed them struggle with the elements ani 
with ailvancing civilization, 

When I first set sail from Churchill, seat 
of a small Church of England mission, T 
scarcely knew what ta expect at Eskimo Point, 
my destination, 160 miles north on Hudson 
Bay’. 

Even then, some twenty vears ago, changes 
had already overtaken the Padlermiut, For 
one thing, those | met were encamped beside 
the sea. 

As the anchor dropped, | saw against a 
background of conical caribou-skin tents a 
group of oid men with long flowing hair and 
wrinkled, seamed, but smiling faces.

Sweaters and punts alike were store puorls, 
Only on their feet did they wear the tradi- 
tional sealskin of curibouw-skin boots of the 
Eskimos.

The 
Eskimo was keenly disappointed when the 
trader, net wanting to grow a beard, refused 
the extravagant offer, 

Another Eskimo went to a trader to buy a 
lutcher knife for.use as a Snow culter, 

“T want to give you Utrre foxes for this 
knife,” he said. “I lost many foxes this 
winter beratse | couldn't travel, That hap 
pened because | couldn't build an igloo with- 
out a snow Knife.” 

Why the trader refused! to accept nwre than 
the standard price completely baffled his cus 
Pirher’. 

This philosophy of prices shows equally 
curinus instances of undervaluation, or seem- 
ing lock of gratitude | 

Many o policeman or trader on leaving the 
Northern Plaine has.given away his wardrobe. 
To one Eskimn, recipient of a Mountie's mag- 
nifcent gift, Toremarked, “Don't you think it 
was preity nice of him to give these things 
tovonr” | 

“No,” replied the Eskimo, “if the policeman 
betel had any use for thetty he wouldnt have 
eiven Lhem to me.”

desist In the daily routine of camp and trail. 
Like bevs and girls everywhere, they love 
games, Adopted wards, it must be admitted, 
ire sometines fired into drudgery, 

Reading, writing, and arithmetic are com- 
parative newcomers to the Eskinws” curricu- 
lum of life. They owe these benefits to the 
church (Flate VIII), 

Some years age the Reverend FE, J. Peck, 
who lived 40 years umong the Baffin Klanders, 
tdapted the Cree Indian characters to the 
Eskimo tongue 

Sow mast of the Eskimos in the eastern 
Arctic can read their own language, At the 


miion the youngsters learn English, a good 
lanvuage to know when they later deal with 
traders. 

For history, bowever, the Eskimos have 
never nerded the written word, A marvelous 
tribal memory serves them faithfully, Across 
3,000 miles ‘of the Arctic the centuries-old 
folklove is almost word for word the same, 
even among the most isolated tribes. 


Taboo—the Tribe’s Unwritten Law 


Rigid preservation of those customs which 
contra! the life of every member of the com- 
munity is accomplished by strict taboos, There 
are thousands of these unwritten laws; both 
tribal und personal. One decrees that no 
woman in her fertile years may eqt epirs- 

T reeall vividly the devastating results of 
one broken tabey, 

A woll hunter, having wounded his prey 
with a shot, killed it with an ax. In doing 
an he broke one of the wolf's bones—vin- 
lation of 4 rigid tabie. His death followed— 
a direct result, his fellows said, of the broken 
law, 

Asa compensation, the widow was compelled 
tn abetain from certain foods for a Jong time. 
I found her starving. Her three-month-old 
child, whom she opporently valued jess than 
the menacing. words of her tribe's medicine 
man, was nought but skin and hones Fed 
by bottle at the mission, the buble was restored 
to health. 

An Htoe—medicine toan, shaman, oF 
conjurar—imay be either mon or woman, wit- 
ardor witch, Each has his of her own familtar 
spirit for consultation in weird and fearsome 
ritual. Usually the angakok is called upon 
ty attend aosick ‘person. His fee is fixed 
accorcditie to his siscress. 

Some witch doctors have performed such 
unbeliewable feats that they have aciquirec a 
virtual life or death power over their be- 
wWitthed, superstitious felliws. Various Eskt- 
mos have testified to instances of angakoks 
ordering men toocwnmnmi) suicide and gaming 
strict obedience. 

Such a powerful wizard lived among the 
inlantders of the Northern Plains: Hie jellews 
ewear they have seen him make waltus tusks 
grow. from his jaws.

driver. James Chen, our interpreter, went 
forward and added his voice to the babble. 
Soon he climbed hack aboard ond reported: 

“Everything is OOK. We can go abead.” 

The truck rolled on with a clashing of 
genrs, Chen settled himself on a bedding 
roll and appeared disposed tn she] mo more 
light on the matter. 


Who Shoat at Ls? 


“Well,” T asked, finally, “who shot at us?" 
Chen shrugged. “Who knows? Perhaps 
a Lolo. Perhaps a Chinese bandit.” 

Several hours later, alter a lew breakdowns, 
we were dining on € tutions in the manarers 
living quarters of an alcohol cistilery at Luku, 
The first day of our expedition into the Lolo 
country had ended. 

This was in Octaber, 1944. more than two 
years before Americans were disturbed by 
reports that our flyers, after crash-landing 
or parachuting inti this wild region near the 

“top of the world,” were bem held in slavery 
by the Lolo tribesmen of southwest China. 

l had been serving as a combat cameraman 
With the 14th Air Foree. Just after my sis- 
teenth combat mission 1 was ordered to head- 
quarters at Kumming, There | learned thut 
T was to sccompiny an Air-Ground and 
Aid Section party into Lololand to seek and 
assist anv American airmen who might be 
held captive ur who for other reasons were 
In) cistress. 

The area assed to us was the Lolo coun- 
try lying along the eastern border of Sikang 
Province and extending intn western Sxech- 
wan, @ lund of towering snow-capped wastes 
dominated hy 24.900-fool Minya Konka and 
21,19@-loot Mount Grosvenor, 

American bombers had to fly over this 
country to strike at the Japanese, At 
Chengtu, Szechwan capital northeast of our 
search aréa, was a then secret bese where 
20th Air Foree H-29s were maintained by 
supplies Hown over the Hump from Lnodis. 


los 


At Kunming our party assembled) under 
the leadership of Maj. Robert C, Greenwood, 
a fight surgeon. There were six of us, in- 
cluding Chen, our Chinese civilian Interpreter, 
and myself as photographer and historian, 

A C-47 flew us to Sichang, where we sperit 
four davs assembling equipment and receiv- 
ing further instructions. We signe waivers 
which freed the Chinese Government of te- 
sponsibility for our safety in Lolo territory. 


Black Lolos and White Lolos 


We had long conferences in Sichane with 
the man whe did most to assure our safety 
among the Loles, He waa Lin Gwan-dein, o 
32-year-old Black Lolo who controlled an area 
near Tienpa. Unitke nvost Bluck Lois, Lin 
cooperated with the Chinese and was serving 
aS & Magistrate, 

We learned that the Lolos are members of 

a tribe classified politically as-a branch of 
the Vi (i. ¢. “preimitive’) people. Ethnologi- 
cally, they are a branch of the Tibeto-Burman 
group. More than 500.000 Lolos lve in Yur- 
nan, Kweichow, Szechwan, and Sikang. Prove 
iInces. 

The distinction between Black Lolos anil 
White Lolas is not in color but in family 
relations, Black Lolos are the real Lalo peo- 
ple: ther deatencants born of intermurriage 
with other races, mostly Chinese, are White 
Lislo, 

Reaching Luko after our 45<mile ride from 
Sichang, we unloaded our gear from the bor- 
rowed Chinese Army truck and prepared to 
pee with the borses ariel mafoes, or borse- 
wys, awaiting us in accordance with advance 
arrangements muds by Lin. 

Departure from Luku was scheduled for 
dawn the next day, but the horses changed 
that. So violently did they ibject to the 
strange shapes of our equipment, ms: it was 
Inaded upen thelr beny bucks, that it. 
almost noon before we leit, 

We onvere! the twelve miles to Mienshan in 
about five heures. A> wooden saddle sdded 
little enjoyment to my first horseback ex- 
perience.

These men, however, had been able toa re- 
cover only three guns and, fearmyg to face the 
magistrate with so few, hod teamed of our 
coming and waited to surrender them. to ws. 

While staving at Lin's villawe near Tienpa, 
we made plans for a journey to Lhe soul heat 
inte country populated entirely by unfriendly 
Black Lolds, where no white men had ever 
been before, =0 far as we could jscertuin 
Here we might learn why some of our aircrait 
had vanished without trace. 

To reach this forbidding region it was neces- 
samy to crass the deep gorge of the Naittune 
River, The only bridge was a rickety affair 
af ropes and slats near Opiencha. 


We spent several days planning the journey 
with the aid of a village elder who had mapped 
the terrain on rite paper from memory. We 
were just about to set forth when & mimner 
brought word that the Naitung bridge had 
collapsed, dushing four Chinese slaves to death 
200 feet below. 

4 local patriarch told us that the bridge 
wis at least 400 years old and that he had 
repaired it “im his youth.” He wae at least 
55, and knew of no other repairs having: been 
mide in bis tine, 

Since there was no other way to reach the 
Binck Lolo country, save by methods. for 
which we were not equipped, the expedition 
was broweht toa end and we started back 
to Koanming. 

Lolos of Lin's village loaned us their per 
sori! horses and mafous for the trip to Fulin 
Chen came a truck ride to Leshan, mm saipth- 
western Szechwan, and a two-day <ampan trip

Tarpon Springs, Florida, | watched an 

F incoming boat of many colors, Such a 

bout entered Aegean ports in the epic days of 
Homer, ; 

High-curved bow and open deck were remi- 
niscent of those ancient craft, while dangling 
from its main pole and crowded in bundles 
on deck was a similar weird cirgo—skeletuns' 

But these skeletons few would recognize, 
No limbs, no skull, no gaping eve sockets 
here, Over them onee was skin, but it re 
sembied dark, thin rubber, Inside dwelt life, 
but never blood, heartbeat, of sense organs: 
only the power to absorb food, grow, ond 
reproduce, 

These fiber skeletons were sponges from 
the Gulf of Mexico, The skins they supported 
have been scraped off by deck hands’ knives. 
Life has been squeesed out, washed out by 
waves, dried out by the brisk sea. alr.

Like a homing bird the boat came bo rest, 
anchoring alongside other sponge bisats, Bright 
orange and black are these boats: of all blue:

“But dow't you feel a terrific pressure dawn 
there on the bottom of the sea?"—“Well, 
madam, it's like this... ." 

Multiple centuries ogee sponges washed 
ashore by Mediterranean waves padded the 
helmets and shields of Greek warriors. Aris- 
totle tells of these. Then Greek fishermen 
learned to go down into the sea and plock 
SPPanges from the reefs, No diving suits then 
—jist a marble weight in one hand to carry 
the diver to sea bottam. 

Then for centuries the Dodecanese becanic 
omnters of the sponge world, Among these 
sponge-fishing islands were Kos, where Hip- 
nocrates, father of medicine, had lived, arid 
Patmos, where the exiled St. John wrote the 
Revelation of the Bible. 

Who found the first Gulf of Mexico sponge 
nobwdy knows; nor how long those rich sponge 
reefs had lain unmolested and multiplying. 

But by the [870's, when the archeologist 
Heinrich Schliemann was proving Troy to be 
more than & legend in a blind poet's brain, 
bringing to light paved streets, tiled baths 
of Troy—where, perhaps, beautiful Trojan 
women ance used sneer in perfumed baths 
Gulf fishermen were hunting sponges, 

They went out, those fishers, two to a boat. 
One rowed. ‘The other peered for sponges 
through a glass-hbottomed bucket. When 
it was rough, he poured oil on water; he could 
see better then, “Steady. Here's a. good 
ome!” He plunged down a long-poled hook 
and drew the sponge into the baat, 

Ten cents a pound was the price for these 
spanges at Key West, first center of Gulf 
singe-fishing business But time brought 
Changes. In 1890 John K. Chevnev became 
Interested in the possibilities; of sponge fish- 
ing, and began to buy and send out hooker 
boats from Tarpon Springs- 

Alost of the Key West sponge fleet was 
eradually boweht and moved northward along 
the Florida coast. The Tarpon Springs 
Sponge Exchange come into being, ani 
prices climbed as Mediterranean sponges: be- 
came rarer, more costly.

Rowbouts or dinghies are towed 
lo sponge waters, and there the fishermen pair 
off, As in the primitive way, one guides while 
the other kneels over the side, lowers a plass- 
bottomed bucket about an inch in the water, 
helow surface ripples, and watches for sponges, 

Ah, a good one! Mow, with a hook fastened 
to a 40- or 30-foot pole, he must tear the 
sponge from the rock, 

Hooker boats stay at sea off and on for 
three to six months, returning when holds 
are full. 


Walking the Floor of the Sea 

Diving boats: work in waller 30, to 120 fret 
deep, They make two main trips a year, with 
in occasional brief roturn to unload sponges 
and get supplies, 

Living holids tremendous fascination. The 
Greeks have the saying, “A diver for two 
years is a diver for life.” The youngest diver 
1 saw was 7h. the eldest 64. The veteran 
diver of the colony haul dived for 15 years 
in the Mediterranean, for 32 years: here. 

A diving boat crew may spend about nine 
mouths of the vear on the water. The deep- 
seu. diver spends about two months of the 
nine wader water, in everlasting twilight, walk- 
ing the floor of the sea, 

His suit of double waterproof cinvas. has 
an inner layer of rubber: the rubber cuffs that 
bind his wrists all but stop circulation; his 
collar is clamped with & watertight joint to 
his breastplate: his shoes are soled and tipped 
with brass or lead (pages 120, 129). . 

Such a garb ts not light te meve around in; 
hut he stays dressed, ready, till the lead sounds 
oul pPramisirg rocks or reefs below, Then, 
with bronze helmet clamped to bis collar, lead 
weights laid over his shoulders, air hose and 
lifeline adjusted, he sits on the etlee of the 
boat and dirnps intu the water ( page 125°).

“Feast of Lights” Draws Pilgrims 

Nowhere else in all: America is there a tay 
like this, January 6, “Feast of Lights,” which 
Greeks on the Gulf of Mexico celebrate as 
does old Greece on the Mediterranean. Lo- 
cally considered the most important event In 
the calendar of the Eastern Orthodox Church, 
it celebrates, with blessing of the waters and 
diving for the cross, the bitptism of (hrist, 

“Wherever Orthodox seltle near o sheet of 
water, this observance i carried out,’ wrote 
Dr. Thomas J. Lacey, Episcopal clergyman of 
Brooklyn, New York, who had not missed 
an Eniphany pilgrimaye here in many years, 

“But nowhere outside the homeland is it cele- 
brated on a scale equaled in Florida.” 

From dawn till noon the church glows like 
a living jewel. Costumes of medieval splen- 
dor make the pageiunt of the cross seem a 
chain of gold, rubies, and sapphires, drawn 
with slow majestic chant toward Spring 
Bayou, a brimming cup of silver, From an 
titplane overhead it mist look like that. 
Then a little flash of gold—the cross—atisay+ 
pears in sparkling water, and lithe bodies leap 
Lo its rescue.
